2. Wc believe we arc the original, joint, and tot mveniors of the subject 
matter described and claimed m cur U.S. Patent 5,760,819 and in the foregoing 
specification for which a reissue patent is sought on tt» invention emitted 
DISTRIBUTION OF A LARGE NUMBER OF LTVB TELEVISION PROGRAMS 
TO INDIVIDUAL PASSENGERS IN AN AIRCRAFT, 

3. We have reviewed wd understand the contents of the above-identified 
specif /nation, induding the claims, as amended by any amendment specifically refeired to 
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in this SUPPLEMENTAL BROAD EN [NG -REISSUE DECLARATION, and by any 
new claims added as specifically referred to in this SUPPLEMENTAL BROADENING 
REISSUE DECLARATION. 

4. We acknowledge die duly to disclose information which U material to 
examination of (he application in accordance with 37 C.F.R. Si, 56(a). 

5. There are no foreign application* or inventors certificates having a filing 
date before that of the applications on which priority is claimed. 

6. We believe U.S. Patent No. 5,760,819 ("the r 8l9 patent*) is wholly or 
partly inoperative or invalid by reason of our claiming teas than we bad the right to claim 
in the patent. 

7. One specific error was for ua noc to include claims which recite: 

(Reissue claim 10) A soteUite television system that provide* television channel* 
co each passenger on an aircraft derived from at least one satellite , >said system 
comprising: 

(a) an antenna that comprises a steering device tor sneering the antenna toward 
the at ka«t one satellite in response to control signals supplied themn; 

(b) an antenna controller tn provide the control signals to the anf**«n** and for 
processing status signals derived from the antenna to steer the antenna so that it is 
locked onto encoded RF signals transmitted by the satellite, and tor 
dowoconverttng the encoded RF signal* to provide downcrniverted RF signals that 
correspond to encoded television channel*, the control signals being bused directly 
on the encoded RF oignah; output from the antenna; 

(c) a receiver coupled tn t)*c antenna controller to proceaa the downconverted 
RF signals to obtain encoded output signals corresponding to the television 
channel*, the encoded output signals corresponding to at least one digital data 
stream; 

(d) a modulator coupled to the receiver for modulating the encoded output 
signals to provide modulated and encoded signals, wherein the modulator modulates 
the at least one digital data scream with an RF carrier to create the modulated and 
encoded signals; 
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(e) a distribution system coupled to the modulator for distributing the 
modulated and encoded signals to each passenger's seat; and 

(f) seat electronics circuitry coupled to the distribution system for 
demodulating, decoding and D/A converting the modulated and encoded signals 
into signals that are provided to said each passenger's scat . 

(Reissue claim 1 1) The system of claim 10, wherein the downconverted RF 
signals correspond to left hand and right hand circularly polarized downconverted 
RF signals. 

(Reissue claim 12) A method of providing a plurality of progrtmmhig channels 
obtained from at least one satellite, to a plurality of passengers on an aircraft, said 
method coajpriaing: 

steering an antenna towards the at least one satellite; 

doweconverting encoded RF signals transmitted by die ai least one satellite co 
provide encoded, polarized RF signals that correspond 10 a plurality of encoded 
programming channels; 

processing the downconverted encoded RF signals to provide encoded video and 
audio output signals corresponding to the plurality of programming channels; 

modulating the encoded video and audio signals; 

distributing the modulated and encoded video and audio signals to a plurality of 
passenger seats; 

receiving the modulated and encoded video and audio signals at each of the 
plurality of passenger aeats; and 

detwrfulating, decoding and D/A converting the modulated and encoded video 
and audio signals into signals that may be viewed and heard by a passenger at a 
seat. 

(Reissue data 13> The method of claim 12, wherein the steering step 
comprising steering the antenna based on the encoded RF signals output from the 
antenna, which have not been modulated. 

8, By this reissue declarntioii, we desire to seek broadened claims, ond, 
this application for reissue of the original Letters Patent addresses the aforementioned 
errors in claiming les* than we were entitled to claim by including new independent claim 
10 which does not specify an unnecessary feature in claim L of feeding back status signals 
using a receiver/decoder, by adding new dependent claim 11 that timber defines the 
downconverted RF signals, by adding new independent claim 12 tbat does not specify an 
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unnecessary feature in claim 9 of using a display and tartpfaai*$ and thai describes the 
|j encoded signals as being left band and right hand circubrly polarized signals! and by 
addin « new dependent claim 13 that farther defines the antenna steering step being based 
on mwt-modalated RF eigndi output from the artfcum, Support for the above aiuecdmciite 
and new claims exist in Figure 1 of the Utters Patera and the accompanying description of 
that figure in the specification. 



9. We believe that the errors recited above and being presented for 
correction in this reissue application Arose without any deceptive intention on our part.
